President .Wlison to be in Washington 
when the call for such a special ses- 
sion, is issued, for this may be cabled 
from-Paris in advance of his deparutre 
from France. Mr. Wilson, however, has 
reached no decision regarding the ques- 
tion, and is reserving the shaping of 
his course of action until he has a 
more definite idea of the date of his re- 
turn to America. 


The president is also keeping in touch 


•with the development of sentiment in 
the .United States toward a League of 
Nations. 
If the situatiou appears to 


him -to demand such action, it is not 
unlikely that shortly after his return 
from.Europe he will make an extended 
speaking- tour, presenting his view of 
the'issue directly to the voters in the 
states whose senators are opposed to 
the ratification of the league plan.

El Paso. Tex.. March 22.—"When 


President 
AVilson comes back 
from 
France with 'the treaty of peace con- 
taining: the League of Nations designed 
to save the world from a repetition of 
that awful catastrophe through whicn it 
has just passed, I am going- to be for 
that league and I will not be alone," 
Secretary Ne%vton D. Baker declared 
here last night in an address. 


•'Over in France they are writing a 
treaty of peace to end this war," he con- 
tinued- 
"We have a champion there 
pleading thai the constitution of the 
League of Nations, which will substi- 
tute intelligence and arbitration for war. 
be included in it. This is not a partisan 
question in this country and rightly 
so. The most effective advocate of the 
League of Nations is ex-President Wil- 
liam H. Taft. whose speeches have been 
eloquent in its behalf- It is a question 
of making such arrangement that will 
unite the forces of intelligence of man- 
kind and substitute arbitration for force 
in deciding international questions. 


"Shall we have a League of Nations 


founded on secret covenants or a league 
m which every nation may be a mem- 
ber of a body formed for the purpose 
of bringing together the intelligence of 
mankind on international disputes and 
thus ending war?

garbage is systematically collected and 
sold* for feeding or reduction purposes. 
In a rural neighborhood where procti- 
caily everyone keeps swine, it would 
of course be unnecessary. But where- 
ever there is a village where people 
do not have this means of garbage dis- 
posal, then there will be serious waste 
unless a system of collection is estab- 
lished. 
It would 
usually pay for it- 


self. 


Even in cases where the garbage 


couldn't be sold for cost of collection, 
the 
removal of this 
refuse, 
which 


serves as a breeding place for insects, 
would pay as a health measure . 


The French nation would come pret- 


ty near living on the garbage pails of 
America, as they were filled before the 
war anyway. Saving waste is just as 
essential to prosperity 
as 
increasing 


products.

In- 
stead of turning out a whole shoe, the 
the worker may simply insert a few 
stitches of thread or drive a nail into 
each one of a great number of shoes. 
The man who contributes such a small 
fraction of the completed shoe, can not 
easily feel a pride in the total pro- 
duct. 


But when a man's pride of work- 


manship has gone, you 
have taken 


the heart out of his work. His energy 
is apt to be concentrated 
on getting 


more, pay for less hours of labor. 


Hoiv can the modern worker be in- 


terested to take 
pride in his 
small 


fractional process? 
One method that 


has 
made much success, is to keep 


careful records of processes, and to 
have the results tabulated or display- 
ed in a chart form, and then given to 
the employes. 


A worker can thus see whether hia 


production is superior or inferior In 
quality. 
This 
quickly arouse? 
the 


spirit of emulation, the desire to keep 
up with standard records. 
A man 


hates to feel his product has fallen be- 
low what others have done and are 
doing1. 
Some plants running on such 


systems are reporting that they have 
doubled production and improved qual- 


ity. 
Jf such methods

duced in all industries, thi-re would be

spirit in American 
business.
